Chairman  ICHIXI:  The  meeting  will  now  he  opened. 


Our  subject  will  be  the  conclusion  of  an  agreement  on  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  Joint  Economic  Committee  between  Japan  anl  Manchuria.  We 
shall  have  the  first  reading,  and  omitting  the  recitations  we  shall  imme¬ 
diately  hear  the  report  of  the  chairman  of  the  Investigation  Committee. 

Reporter  ARAI:  Having  been  appointed  members  of  the  Investigation 
Committee  to  study  on  the  subject  which  was  referred  to  the  Privy  Council 
by  Kis  Majesty  the  Emperor  for  deliberation,  we  held  a  committee  meeting 
on  the  27th  of  this  month,  and  after  inquiring  the  Minister  of  State  and 
other  authorities  connected  with  the  subject,  we  have  completed  its  in¬ 
vestigation. 

The  Empire’s  basic  policy  toward  Manchulcuo  is,  as  it  has  been 
declared  in  the  Rescript  of  March  1933,  on  the  withdrawal  Sfom  the 
League  of  Nations  and  in  the  Japanese-Manchurian-  Agreement  concluded 
in  Sept.  1932,  to  recognize  anl  respect  Manchukuo’s  independence  and 
help  its  progress  ar.d  development  by  maintaining  an  inseparable  re¬ 
lationship  between  the  two  countries. 


It  has  been  the  constant  wish  of  the  Japanese  Government  to 
adhere  to  this  principle  in  taking  any  form  of  measures  and  to  secure 
a  strong  connection  with  Manchukuo.  Thereby,  based  on  the  article  on 
the  united  front  in  the  Japanese-Manchurian  agreement,  Japan  has  estab¬ 
lished  the  right  to  garricon  Japanese  troops  permanently  in  Manchukuo 
and  has  also  formed  military  agreements  with  hor.’. 

In  the  diplomatic  field,  it  was  concluded  in  the  official  docu¬ 
ments  exchanged  at  the  time  of  the  establishment  of  the  Manchurian 
Empire  last  March,  that  Manchuria  should  submit,  beforehand,  all  diplo¬ 
matic  and  military  matters  to  the  Japanese  government  for  thorough  and 
unreserved  deliberation.  However,  in  comparison  to  the  military  dip¬ 
lomacy,  no  system  has  been  established,  as  yet,  for  cooperative  measures 
in  the  economic  field  which  plays  a  close  and  vital  role  in  uniting  the 
two  countries.  Therefore,  the  Japanese  Government  has  no  formal  voice 
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in  the  management  of  the  economic  problems  of  Manchuria  which  have 
important  relations  with  that  of  Japan,  especially  in  the  supervision 
of  the  Japanese-Kanchu 'ian  Joint  cc:.  orn  having  its  object  in  the  im¬ 
portant  industries  of  ;hnfc  country,  aud  Japan,  at  present,  is  obliged 
to  loove  it  ut>  to  the  diocricion  cf  the  Manchurian  Government. 


This  io  ho  way  to  hold  an  i>nf;r t.Vblo  tie  between  the  two  coun¬ 
tries,  nor  is  it  without  d.vlt,  the  Viy  to  ctrer.gthnn  the  economic  inter¬ 
dependent  relation'’  of  our  cc  .et  ,.o*.  '«?  long  as  5.t  io  related  to  the 

unity  of  both  countries,  iu  ncr**  aary  tint  J-vpan  should  gain  formal 

voice  in  the  economic  ij?.i  a?  ti;l  a:  in  the  military  and  diplomatic 
fields  thrcuch  the  octal iv.hus*.  of  Cooperative  measures  based  upon 
an  organisation.  To  meet  this  u6c?ub  ty  Japan  has  foir.d  it  well  to 
concludo  a  pao ’  with  viev  vo  ncfablislilng  a  joint:  instrument  be¬ 
tween  the  tvn  covi.v.rJon,  and  has  been  able  to  draft  concrete  plans 
for  this  purpose  by  having  a  Japanose  diplomat  in  Kanth-i  -ia  negotiate 
with  that  government. 

Tho  agreement  of  the  programme  io  a  document  entitled: 

HAn  agreement  Lelveon  J  pan  rnd  Manchuhuo  on  the  tho  eotablishment  of 
a  Joint  Economic  CoumJttoo" ,  with  an  '‘anueV11  giving  the  precise  details 
of  the  agreement;  and  i*  a  n  ait  tor  of  under  s  taMiug  concerning  tho  con¬ 
clusion  of  a  pact  for  tho  oo;abiishmrat  ofa  joint  committee,  agroed 
upon  by  representative;!  plenipotentiary  of  both  countries.'1  The  funda^- 
mcntal  principles  of  each  department  aro  us  follows : 

I .  The  Agreement .

Tho  two 
governuu'f n  <•  annol  vet  Mo  any  of  the  above  matters  until 
they  have  beau  submitted  to  tho  committee  for  deliboration. 

(3)  If  noceaia: y,  the  ccumi'tec  may  make  proposals  to  the 
gcvo.:-mu:ntn  of  Jspan  ar.i  Manchukuo  on  ary  matter  concern¬ 
ing  the  rational  iconomrc  unification  df  the  two  countrios. 

(4)  The  organisation  ar.l  operation  of  the  committee  will  be 
prescribed  ir.  the  aane.c. 
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(g)  The  agreenen t  will  rn  into  effect  on  the  date  of  signa¬ 
ture.  Both  Japanese  and  Chinese  will  be  the  official 
lanruage,  ar.d  in  care  of  a  difference  in  the  interpre¬ 
tation  of  the  tv.o  texts,  it  will  be  settled  aocording 

to  the  Japanese  ~6Xb. . 

II.  Annex.

(l)  The  •  oe  shall  eonsiot  of  eight  members ,  four 

from  ear.!,  oourtry,  which  6hull  report  to  each  other. 

In  case  of  abienoo  of  any  member,  a  proxy  will.: be 
appointed  through  the  contv  renco  of  the  Japanese 
plenipotentiar-'  in  Munohukuo  and  the  Prime  Minister 
of  ilanchukuo.  If  necessary,  the  two  governments 
may  appoint  the  same  number  of  temporary  member  after 
a  consultation. 

(2)  The  chairman  of  the  committee  will  be  elected  by 
mutual  vote  among  the  members.  (He  will  he  elected 
at  every  meeting.) 

(3)  The  sRme  number  of  secretaries  will  be  appointed  by 
the  two  governments  fro:.'’,  anon.''  the  staff  members  to 
take  care  of  the  ‘eneral  affairs  of  the  committee. 

(4)  All  natters  of  the  committee  will  bo  decided  by  a 
nsjorit".  The  chairman  has  the  right  to  vote  as  a 
member,  ard  in  or.ee  of  a  tie  ho  has  the  right  to 
make  tho  decision. 

(5)  The  r vX4s  for  tb9  proceedings  in  the  committee  will 
on  set  by  tho  committee  after  obtaining  approval  of 
the  t.vro  governments. 

III.  Understood  matters. 

Iloro-  definite  rules  on  the  organization  and  power  of  the  Joint 
-Economic  Corsn.\t c*»e  will  be  givon  here*  in  detail: 

(l)  Japan’s  permanent  members  of  the  committee  shall  con¬ 
sist  of  the  Chief  of  Staff  of  tho  Kwantung  Army,  the 
Chief  Councillor  in  full  service  at  the  Japanese  Em¬ 
bassy  in  hanchukuo.  Chief  cf  tho  Kwangtung  Bureau, 
and  one  member  specially  appointed  by  the  government. 
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Tho  1,'anchukuo  members  shall  consist  of  the  Ministers 
of  Foreign  Affair,  Commerce  and  Industry,  and  Finance, 
and  head  cf  General  Stute  Affairs. 

(2)  The  important  rvr  t.->rr  to  be  deliberated  by  the  committee, 
and  are  connected  With  the  economies  of  the  two  govern¬ 
ments  are:  the  export  .import  and  tariff  problems; 

the  devclopyjr.t  and  c'-nt.-cl  of  the  important  industries; 
the  enoctmonc  and  anonctF  mt  of  laws  concerning  the  estab- 
lishr  -r.t  cf  a  o  cial  JacanoBe-Mennhurian  Joint  Corpora¬ 
tion;  invest -Vru*  r.n  1  other  important  problems  concern¬ 
ing  the  or onor.ic  c  u.r.octicn  of  the  two  governments  and 
are  within  tu  power  of  the  .’lanehurirvn  Gcvernmont. 

Those  natters  important  to  the  economic  ties  of  both 
governments  but  ar-  within  Japan's  power  will  not  be 
taken  up  by  this  committee,  deoauso  they  will  not  be 
deliberated  by  the  committee  they  will  be  made  into  uni¬ 
lateral  oontracts  binding  only  the  Manchurian  Government. 

(3)  The  important  matters  to  be  deliberated  by  the  committoe 
concerning  the  supervision  of  business  of  the  special 
Japanese -I !anohurian  Joint  concern  include;  tho  important 
amendments  in  the  regulations  of  corporations,  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  which  is  to  materialize  important  industries  con¬ 
cerned  with  economic  unity  of  both  governments,  and  which 
have  been  stablishod  according  to  tho  laws  of  one  of  two 
countries  and  more  than  half  of  whoso  capital  has  been 
raised  by  the  government,  citizens,  or  juridical  persons 
of  the  opposite  government!  the  disposition  of  the  profit 
of  said  corporation  and  the  recognition  of  the  decision 
to  amalgamate  or  dissolve. 

As  there  is  as  yet  no  corporation  established  according  to  the 
Japanese  law  with  more  than  ho  If  of  Manchurian  investment,  the  agree¬ 
ment  in  reality  binds  only  the  V.nohurian  Government  in  this  point  also. 
Due  to  the  existence  in  tho  document  of  such  one  sided  articles  binding 
only  r.anchukuo,  the  authorities  have  declared,  after  an  agreement 
brought  forth  by  the  two  governments,  to  have  this  point  kept  secret. 

Tho  point  is  that  the  agreement  aims  at  the  realization  of  a 
rational  unification  of  the  economies  of  tho  two  countries  by  a  full 
and  close  cooperation  to  strengthen  permanently  the  economic  relations 
according  to  the  principles  of  the  Japnn-IIanchukuo  Agreement.  For  tho 
purpose  tho  Japanese-Manchurian  Joint  Economic  Committee  has  been 
formed.  Whenever  important  economic  question  relating  to  the  two 
countries  arise,  t'n*  com..ittoo  will  deliberate  on  it  and  settle  it. 

In  view  of  the  special  relationship  of  the  two  countries  and  the 
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assistance  the  committee  will  accord  Japan  in  accomplishing  her  lanchur- 
ian  policy,  the  said  agrce’i=r.t  is  a pprovablo  in  its  general  principle 
with  little  or  no  disapprovin'*  points  in  tho  articles.  It  is  needless 
to  say,  such  so  cial  provisions  with-it  fropor  application  will  novor 
attain  oxpnctod  results,  so  the  vafiorities  must  give  thoir  fullest 
attontion  in  enforcing  the  agr.-vm  :  *s.  Tho  agreement  has  been  approved 
unanimously  by  the  Invest! gat irr  ■  unrcV  tea  with  hop  s  that  the  authori¬ 
ties  will  not  err  in  their  enforcement  and  rrould  render  tho  best  results. 

Tho  result  cf  the  inv  3ti Ration  has  boon  reported  as  above.

Furthermore,  th-  oomrittoo  shr.ll  consist  o£  members  from  each 
country,  from  amor.-*  whom  the  president  is  appointed  by  mutual  olootion. 
The  ohairman  not  only  has  a  right  to  voto  but  has  tho  power  of  decision, 
acquiring  for  herself  a  tr  mer.dous  power.  His  term,  moreover,  has  not 
been  sot.

Although  ho 
is  *i-i  official  of  Manchurian,  ho  is  the  central  organ  assuming  the 
leadership  of  that  country.  Thoroforo,  in  ouso  of  a  difference  of 
opinions  between  th  two  countries,  it  cannot  bo  imagined  that  ho 
■vill  make  any  decision  chat  will  be  disadvantageous  to  Japan. 

The  chairman  may  make  tho  final  decision  at  tines,  but  wo  felt 
it  improper  lor  him  to  have  a  permanent  position,  so  we  have  adopted 
the  system  of  electing  the  chairman  at  e.vory  meritin'*  according  to  tho 
nature  of  the  matter  to  bo  dolioeratr i.

The  chairman  may  make  tho  final  doc  is  ion  at  times,  but  vre  felt 
it  improper  lor  him  to  hive-  a  permanent  position,  so  we  have  adopted 
he  .system  of  electing  tho  chairman  at  every  meeting  according  to  tho 
nature  of  the  matter  to  be  deliberated.  This  point,  however,  may  need 
full  reconsidjration  when  regulations  for  tho  proceedings  are  enacted 
in  the  future. 
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In  short,  tL*.  8©t  up  ot  tho  committee  may  apparently  soon  equal 
on  tho  part  of  both  countries,  but  in  reality  it  is  not.  Such  being 
tho  case,  wo  should  lik.*  to  have  the  agreement  stand  as  it  is  dospito 
some  points  that  may  bo  difficult  to  interpret. 

MOTOQAj  I  do  not  think  that  there  is  any  need  of  enforcing 
troaty  rights  between  the  taro  ciuntri  a  today,  but  not  to  form  uny  agree¬ 
ment  for  this  reason  should  bo  a  lack  o  prudence.  If  agreements  ar ^ 
to  bo  formed,  it  cnouM  be  made  ao  as  to  bo  applicable  to  tho  nation's 
plans  for  u  hundred  yea/s. 

It  has  beon  stated  ir.  tl  Inv  stigation  Report  that  the  fullest 
attention  should  he  puid  in  enforcing  tho  agreement,  that  no  error 
should  bo  mudo,  etc.  I  hopo  that  the  authorities  will  givo  their  full 
consideration  to  this  point,  vrhich  I  think  comprises  many  meanings. 


SAICAJPTOj  I  agree  with  tho  opinion  of  Councillor  LIOTODA. 
According  to  tho  Foreign  Miniate r's  reply,  a  Japanese  is  appointed  as 
Chief  of  General  State  Affairs,  and  as  ho  will  do  his  duty  as  a  Japan¬ 
ese,  ho  will  not  act  against  Japan's  interest.  Should  ho  act  in  favor 
of  Japan  in  caso  of  an  opposition  of  the  two  countries'  interest,  he* 
will  incur  tho  ill-feeling  of  the  Manchukuo  pooplo.  A3  long  as  he  is 
an  official  of  Manchukuo,  we  must  not  bo  too  sure  that  he  will  not  act 
against  Japan's  interest.  I  should  like  to  ask  tho  authorities'  opin¬ 
ions  on  '.his  point.  1  ur thei more, tho ro  is  no  case  in  our  country  whoro 
a  chairman  is  elected  at  '’very  mooting.  Can  tho  authorities  toll  mo 
of  such  a  caso,  if  it  should  exist? 

HIROTA:  I  take  tho  question  to  mean  that  oven  if  he  is  a 
Japanese,  tho  hiof  of  General  State  Affairs  must  do  his  duty  as  a 
loyal  official  of  Manchukuo;  and  that  therefore,  it  v.*ill  be  impossible 
for  him  to  decide  in  favor  of  Japan's  interest.  The  Chief  of  General 
otat  ;  rtf fairs,  who  is  tho  general  manager  of  tho  Japanese  officials 
there,  is  employed  by  the  Linnehoukuo  Government  to  guide  it.  Ho  is  an 
official  of  I.nnchoukuo  and  simultaneously  a  leading  instrument  dis¬ 
patched  by  Japan .  Ho,  there foro,  must  porform  both  duties,  and  it 
is  his  primary  duty  to  see  that  there  will  not  be  any  opoosition  bo- 
two  en  Japan  and  Manohoukuo. 


In  caso  the  Manchoukuo  members  of  tho  Comnittoo  should  purposely 
scheme  to  act  against  Japan's  interest  after  tho  oomraittoo  is  formed, 
tne  chief  of  ecnoral  State  Affairs  will  tako  proper  measures  after  giving 
due  consideration  to  the  interests  of  both  countries.  It  will  bo  his 
duty  to  lead  Manchukuo  in  suah  a  way  that  -uch  fear  would  be  unnecessary. 

NURIYAMA  (member  of  Investigation  Committoe):  There  wa s  a  ques¬ 
tion  as  to  tho  existence  of  such  a  system  of  legislation  in  which  tho 
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chairman  is  elect. d  by  mutual  vote  from  among  tho  members.  The  chair- 
mi  of  the  Joard  of  Directors  of  the  L  uguo  of  Nations  is  generally 
l  *roa  among  tho  members,  and  ho 

ao  the  tompo rary  chuirnan  until  tho  r.~w  ohairmn  is  1<  oted. 

Tho  election  of  the.  ohnirran  of  tho  Joint  Economic  Comitto::  will 
function  almost  in  the  sure  manner.  To  re  thinking  of  establishing 
detailed  proscriptions  on  thle  point  In  tho  procedure  regulations 
that  will  bo  son  up  in  tine  r.<  -r  future.  As  tho  members  of  this

"  Hoping  to  realize  a  rational  unification  of  tho  econonies  of 

Japan  and  Hanchoukuo  ii  order  to  strengthen  permanently  the  oconomio 
relations  now  existing  ;  trson  tho  tvo  ountries,  and  deeming  it  noo- 
cessary  to  have  a  full  a.  -1  close  cooperation  on  all  economic  problems 
essential  to  the  rel'-tiousiip  of  both  countries,  according  to  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  the  Japan  •Mir/nhc  ilpJ'?  l.  r-.  ent.  signed  on  15  September  1932, 

(15  Septonber  of  tho  'so  roar  cf  Tatung)  the  two  governments  have 
decided  to  establish  a  Joint  Economic  Committee.  The  agreement  on 
tho  establishment  of  oho  said  committee  is  as  follows t 

Article  I.  A  Joint  Economic  Committee  between  Japan  and  L!an- 
choukuo  will  be  established  in  HBinking,  Manchoukuo. 

Article  II.  The  committee  will  deliberate  on  and  give  opinion 
on  all  questions ,  submitted  by  tho  Japanese  and  Manchurian  governments, 
concerning  the  economic  tie  of  the  two  countries  and  the  supervision  of 
business  of  the  Japanese -Manchurian  joint  special  corporation. 

Article  III.  Tho  two  governments  shall  execute  any  of  the  above 
mutters  only  after  having  sthml  cteu  thorn  to  the  committee  for  deliberation, 

Articlo  IV,  If  necessary,  tho  committee  nay  make  proposals  to 
the  governments  of  Japan  and  Manohoukuo  on  any  matter  concerning  the 
rational  economic  unification  of  the  two  countries. 

Article  V,  The  organization  and  operation  of  tho  committee 
will  bo  prescribed  in  the  annex. 

Article  VI,  The  agreement  will  go  into  effect  on  the  date  of 
signaturo.  Eoth  Japanese  and  Chinese  will  be  the  official  language, 
and  in  cose  of  a  difference  in  the  interpretation  of  tho  two  testts, 
it  will  be  settled  according  to  tho  Japanese  text. 


Tho  following  h».vo  signed  to  the  agreement  as  proof  to  the 
above  with  proper  authorization  from  their  respective  governments. 

ANNEX 

1.  Tbe  committee  shall  consist  of  eight  members,  Tho  govern¬ 
ments  of  Japan  and  1'anohouVuo  each  will  appoint  four  members  and  report 
to  each  othor.  In  case  of  absor.co  of  any  member,  a  proxy  may  be  appointed 
through  the  conference  between  the  Jupvr ose  plenipotentiary  in  Manchoukuo 
and  the  Prime  Minister  of  Manchoukuo.  The  proxy  will  perform  his  duties 
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as  a  member.  Bo3id3  the  above,  tho  two  governments  may  appoint,  if 
necessary,  the  same  number  of  J.  enporury  r.ombors  aftor  consultation. 

2.  i'ho  chairman  of  tho  committee  will  be  elected  by  mutuul 
vote  from  among  tho  members* 

3.  Secretaries  will  br  ol  iced  in  the  committee  to  take  care 
of  the  general  affair*.  Thf  same  number  will  be  appointed  by  the  two 
government s  from  nwmg  tho  staff  nembors, 

4.  All  matters  or  the  committee  v/ill  be  decided  by  a  majority* 
In  case  of  a  tie  the  chains  i  will  ra'-ke  the  decision.  The  chainnnn 
may  join  in  tho  vote  r.s  a  mentor. 

5.  The  committeo  will  dooido  on  its  rules  for  procedure  after 
obtaining  approval  of  the  two  governments.
